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Club  Plans  going  to  Members 


The  proposals  for  the  renovation  of 
our  club  are  now  complete  and  will  be 
put  before  members  before  Christmas. 

The  general  outline  of  the  proposals 
are  being  incorporated  into  a  brochure 
which  is  to  be  mailed  to  members  in  the 
very  near  future  and  this  will  be 
followed  by  a  Special  General  Meeting 
at  which  members  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  vote  on  them. 

It  is  also  intended  to  mount  a  display 
of  the  proposals  —  possibly  with  a  three 
dimensional  model  —  at  the  club  before 
the  General  Meeting  takes  place,  so  that 
all  members  will  have  a  first  class 
opportunity  to  see  and  appreciate  what  is 
intended  —  and  what  they  will  get  for 
their  money  if  they  vote  “Yes”. 

As  has  been  reported  in  earlier 
newsletters,  the  renovation  of  the  club 
has  been  made  essential  by  a  City 
Council  Order  that  the  club  improve  its 
fire  safety  precautions  by  installing  a 
new  fire  stairway  from  top  to  bottom  of 
the  building. 

The  cost  of  doing  this  would  have 
been  so  high  in  itself  —  and  would  have 
produced  absolutely  no  benefits  for 
members  in  terms  of  new  amenities  — 
that  the  Club  Committee  set  up  a  special 
Building  Committee  to  consider 
alternatives  which  besides  spending 
money,  would  also  produce  an  improved 
club  for  members. 

The  Building  Committee  is  putting 
great  emphasis  on  obtaining  the  views  of 
ALL  members,  if  this  is  possible  as  the 
changes  proposed,  will  decide  the  future 
of  the  club  building  for  perhaps  the  next 
30  years  or  longer.  A  Response  Form  is 
being  sent  out  to  members  with  the 
brochure  —  so  the  message  is:  READ 
THE  BROCHURE  AND  RETURN 
THE  FORM. 

There  are  six  major  changes  proposed 
for  the  club  and  the  plans  for  the  work 
have  been  drawn  up  by  club  member  Mr 
John  Davis,  a  Sydney  architect  who  has 
to  his  credit  the  designs  for  the  new 
Regent  Hotel  —  widely  regarded  as 
Australia’s  finest  hotel  —  and  the 
Australian  Golf  Club. 

The  changes  are: 

1 .  The  complete  redesign  and 
renovation  of  the  lower  ground  floor  to 
provide  billiards  and  snooker  facilities 
which  will  make  the  club  the 
headquarters  for  the  games  in  Australia. 


The  Club  as  it  appears  on  the  year ’s  Christmas  card. 

Adjacent  to  the  billiards  tables  there 
will  be  a  service  bar  and  the  floor  will 
also  contain  two  card  rooms. 

2.  The  club  office  areas  will  be  mainly 
moved  to  the  fourth  floor,  freeing  more 
lettable  ground  floor  space  for  tenants. 
The  reception  area  will  be  remodelled 
and  will  include  a  waiting  area  and  hotel 
booking  service.  Accounting  services 
will  remain  on  the  ground  floor  to 
enable  members  to  complete  transactions 
conveniently. 

3.  The  First  Floor  Club  Room  will  be 
faithfully  restored  to  its  original 
grandeur  but  an  additional  function 
room  suitable  for  cocktail  parties  and 
wedding  receptions  will  be  provided. 

The  club  bar  will  be  moved  to  the 
mezzanine  level. 

4.  The  second  floor  will  be  subject  to 
a  radical  and  complete  renovation  and 
change  of  use.  Two  special  dining 
rooms  and  state-of-the-art  kitchens  will 
be  built  on  the  second  floor,  with  the 
main  dining  room  overlooking  Hyde 
Park  and  a  Buffet  Room  at  the 
Castlereagh  Street  end.  The  Buffet 
Room  will  also  be  used  for  breakfast 
and  for  functions.  A  cocktail  lounge  will 
link  the  two  dining  rooms. 

5.  The  third  floor  will  be  renovated  to 
bring  the  Athletics  Department  right  up 
to  date. 

6.  Floors  4,  5  and  6  will  be 
completely  transformed  into  a  55  room, 


four  star  mixed  accommodation  complex 
with  room  service  provided  1 8  hours  a 
day. 

For  the  first  time,  visiting  members 
and  guests  will  be  able  to  stay  at  the 
club  with  their  wives,  seven  days  a 
week.  The  office  facilities  which  are 
being  moved  to  the  fourth  floor  will 
include  a  Communications  Centre  with 
telex,  copying,  facsimile  and  secretarial 
services  available. 

The  cost  of  this  great  project  is 
estimated  at  $8  million,  and  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  money  will  be  raised

through  sale  of  debentures  to  members. 

It  is  proposed  to  offer  five  financial 
investment  packages  to  members,  with 
the  inducement,  that  the  larger  the 
investment  made  the  greater  the 
reduction  that  will  be  offered  in  that 
member’s  annual  subscription. 

In  its  brochure,  the  Building 
Committee  quotes  Shakespeare:  4 ‘There 
is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men  that  taken 
at  the  flood  leads  on  to  fortune.  99 

The  committee  believes  the  fire  safety 
demands  should  be  regarded  as  an 
opportunity,  rather  than  as  a  burden  — 
an  opportunity  to  “provide  present  and 
future  members  with  club  facilities 
which  will  rank  with  the  finest  in  the 
world*’. 

But.  the  committee  emphasises, 
members’  support  is  essential  in  a 
tangible  manner.  In  short,  if  the  plans 
are  to  go  ahead,  both  members 
enthusiasm  and  their  financial  backing 
will  be  crucial. 


So-called  ‘  ‘New  Right  9  ’  spokesman 
Andrew  Hay  told  a  TattersaH’s  Club 
Younger  Members  lunch  in  September 
that  two  issues  would  determine  the 
outcome  of  the  next  federal  election. 
These  were  taxation  and  the  system  of 
industrial  relations. 

“We  need  a  radical  refortn  of  the 
taxation  system ,  ”  he  said,  “ Thirty  years 
ago  you  needed  to  earn  $40,000  a  year 
to  pay  the  top  marginal  rate  of  tax  of  60 
per  cent.  Today  you  need  to  earn  only 
$35,000  a  year.  99 

Andrew  Hay,  who  was  introduced  to 
the  Club  by  Ian  Gowrie-Smith,  said, 
“There  has  been  a  massive  conspiracy 
by  federal  governments  of  both  political 
persuasions  who  have  promised  tax 
reform  but  delivered  nothing. 1  ’ 


Mr  Hay  recommended  a  27  per  cent 
top  tax  rate  and  15  per  cent  lower  rate 
as  in  the  U.S.  Without  a  radical  change 
to  the  system,  he  said,  the  productive 
capacity  of  the  work  force  and  business 
would  be  reduced. 

On  industrial  relations,  Mr  Hay  said 
that  while  the  advocacy  of  a  deregulated 
labour  market  had  been  a  permanent 
part  of  public  debates  and  was  a  “sine 
qua  non”  of  our  economic  future,  it  had 
not  been  accompanied  by  creative 
policies  attractive  to  the  Australian  work 
force. 

Mr  Hay  recommended  legislative 
changes  to  allow  workers’  income 
packages  to  be  made  up  of  wages, 
dividend  payments  and  bonus  payments 
based  on  their  company’s  performance. 

Capitalism  would  be  spread  by 
engendering  a  common  purpose, 
removing  the  “them  and  us”  difference 
between  workers  and  management  and 
by  improved  productivity. 

“What  worker  would  go  on  strike 
against  his  company  with  30  per  cent  of 
his  income  made  up  of  share 
placement ?“  Mr  Hay  asked. 

4  4 Ensuring  workers  had  a  vested 
interest  in  their  companies  ’  prosperity' 
would  go  a  long  way  towards  getting  us 
out  of  our  economic  morass. 9  9 

Mr  Hay  said  the  grouping  of 
individuals  into  the  New  Right  had 
created  an  enormous  amount  of  hysteria 
among  the  Labor  Party. 


4  ‘It  has  rekindled  demonology  and 
flushed  out  the  sewers  of  left  wing 
political  organisations ,  bringing 
accusations  that  we  represent  a  modem 
form  of  fascism,  totalitarianism  and 
governmental  control 

“I  would  like  to  make  it  very  clear 
that  what  the  New  Right  believes  in  is 
quite  the  contrary. 

“We  believe  in  libertarian  economic 
principles ,  for  example ,  that  market 
forces  must  be  given  greater  play  in 
industry  structures.  We  need  a  market 
driven  economy. 99 

Mr  Hay  said  that  during  the  last  15 
years  the  emergence  of  corporatism 
where  major  national  problems  were 
worked  out  by  major  vested  interests 
like  trade  union  groups,  big  business  and 


bureaucracies,  had  disfranchised  the 
public  and  excluded  the  legitimate 
concerns  of  the  small  business  sector. 

The  New  Right  stood  for  “economic 
democracy  ’  \ 

He  said  two  dinosaurs  that  needed  to 
be  tackled  were  the  two  airline  policy 
and  the  rash  of  laws  that  restricted  shop 
trading  hours. 

Instead  of  the  travelling  public 
determining  airline  scheduling,  ticket 
prices,  etcetera,  this  was  done  by  the 
ever-growing  bureaucracy  of 
Government  and  Ansett. 

He  said  over  70  per  cent  of  the 
community  wanted  a  freeing  up  of  shop 
trading.  They  should  be  allowed  to 
determine  when  shops  traded  and  when 
they  didn’t. 

“The  major  vested  interest  (preventing 
this)  is  organised  labour , 
characteristically  backward  looking. 

“The  New  Right  is  one  j>roup  that 
wants  to  see  changes.  We  are  the 
radicals.  The  trade  unions  and  their 
stooges  are  the  reactionaries  in  our 
system. 

At  the  November  Younger  Members’ 
lunch,  the  speaker  will  be  N.S.W, 
Premier  Barrie  Unsworth,  who  can  be 
expected  to  put  a  Labor  viewpoint  of 
how  the  economic  and  industrial 
challenges  facing  Australia  can  be  met.

Our  Clubs 
Overseas 


One  of  the  great  benefits  of  being  a 
member  of  Tattersall’s  Club  is  the  large 
number  of  other  clubs  to  which  it 
provides  entry. 

Recently  the  newsletter  carried  some 
information  about  one  of  these  clubs,  the 
Terminal  City  Club  in  Vancouver  and 
from  time  to  time,  it  is  proposed  to 
provide  articles  concerning  the  other 
clubs  which  Tattersall’s  members  may 
go  during  overseas  visits* 

There  are  16  overseas  clubs  which  are 
affiliated  with  TattersalTs  and  they  are 
listed  below.  In  addition,  TattersalTs 
members  have  the  right  to  use  a  number 
of  clubs  in  Australia,  which  are  also 
listed. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Club  is 
negotiating  to  extend  its  list  of  affiliated 
in  Britain  and  Europe  where  club 
members  will  have  reciprocal  rights. 

Three  additional  clubs  in  London  are 
being  considered  for  the  list  and  one  in 
Aberdeen,  Scotland.  However,  in 


addition  to  these,  negotiations  are  also 
being  conducted  with  a  club  in  Paris  for 
members  visiting  Europe. 

One  word  of  advice  offered  to 
members  using  clubs  in  the  United 
States  concerns  staff  gratuities.  You 
may,  of  course,  pay  your  bill  before 
leaving  a  U.S.  club.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  may  be  sent  to  you  in  Australia.  Either 
way,  it  will  include  staff  gratuities  of 
15%.  It  can  be  irritating  if  you  have 
already  tipped  at  the  club  to  find  a 
further  15%  on  your  bill  when  you  get 
home.  So,  if  you're  having  the  bill  sent 
on,  don’t  tip  on  the  spot. 

One  final  word;  although  members 
can  go  to  any  of  our  reciprocal  clubs  in 
Australia  merely  by  showing  their 
membership  card  at  the  time,  a  card  of 
introduction  from  TattersalTs  is 
necessary  for  members  wishing  to  use 
overseas  clubs.
